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The Queen of HUNGARY's An- 
ſwer to the King of FRANCE's 
Declaration of War, &c. 


HAT EVER has been foreſeen and 
foreſaid in the Anſwer to Malbran de 
la Noie's firſt Declaration, directly 

after its appearing laſt Year in July, 

is at preſent literally verified. 

No body could even then be at a Loſs to deter- 
mine, whether the Recall of the French Armies out 
of the Empire proceeded from a free Will or rather 


from Conſtraint. At leaſt it is notorious that it 


was preceeded by the Deſolation of the beſt and 
richeſt Provinces of Germany; by the greateſt Ef- 
forts on the Part of the Enemy to maintain them- 
ſelves therein, and by the Loſs of their choiceſt 
Troops. 

Notwithſtanding ſo many Circumſtances known 
to the whole World, the Court of France did not 
ſtick at crying up this Recall of her Troops, as 
the moſt evident and leaſt ambiguous Mark of her 
great Moderation. And as ſhe knows how to employ 
every thing to her Advantage, ſhe extols the Va- 
lue of it at the very time that ſhe ſets forth Senti- 
ments quite oppolite to thoſe ſo much boaſted 
of before. | 

The ſaid Declaration was a Juggle concerted 
between the Courts at Verſailles and Francfort ; 
always cloſely united, even when they ſometimes 
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accompliſh their joint Aims: The faid Declara- 


tion perfectly agreed with what Count Seckendorff 


had ſhortly before declared at Nieder-Schanfelden + 


As the Diſcourſes of the latter tended only to fave 


the Bavarian Troops, fo the Declaration of the 


former was made with the Deſign to facilitate the

The Empire and all the World know, with 


what Care the Queen, purſuant to the Example of 
her late Auguſt Father, has cultivated the Friend-. 
ſhip' with France, and how religiouſly and exactly 


the has fulfilled all the Engagements contracted 
by that Treaty of Peace, which had been conclu- 
ded and ſworn to a few Years before her Majeſty's

The fame Malbran de la Node, who, by Order 


from his Court has been obliged fince to make two 


contradictory Declarations at Francfort, had ſhort- 


ly after the Deceaſe of the late Emperor, moſt 


ſitively and without any Reſerve declared at af 


tiſbon, © That the King his Mater would faithfully 


and in all Reſpeits fulfil the Engagements which be 


bad in this Manner contrafted..  _. 
The Sieur de VWaſner having the Honour to pre- 


ſent his new Credentials, had the Satisfaction ta 
hear the fame Aſſurance from the King's own 
Mouth; and the ſame was repeated to him more 
than once by the late Cardinal Fleury, as well as 
Amelot, the Secretary of State. The latter made

ſtill preſerved, are conſtant and unexceptionable 
Evidences. Now it was then known in France, 
as well as all over the reſt of Europe, that the 
Court of Bavaria form'd ſome Pretenſions upon 
the Auſtrian Succeſſion, and they were even not 
unknown in France at the Time when the Prelimi- 
naries of 1735, and the Definitive Treaty of Peace 
were concluded. 4 | | 
Yet notwithſtanding fo notorious a Knowledge, 
it is ſaid in theſe Preliminaries, That His Moſt Chri- 
ſtian Majeſty, in Conſideration of what is above- 
mentioned, will guarauiy in the beſt Form, the 
Pragmatick Sanction of the Year 1713, for the Do- 
minions which the Emperor actually poſſeſſes, or which 


be ſhall poſſeſs by vertue of the preſent Articles. 


And the Guaranty thus promis'd in the beft Form, 


was preceded by a Memorial which Ia Beaune de- 


liver'd, in order to heighten the Value of it. 
Theſe were the Expreſſions: The Emperor muſt 
certainly acknowledge his Majeſty's Love for Peace 


and Moderation, in conſenting to comprehend in one 


ſingle Object, as is Lorrain, e ſo grand Objects, 
as the Salisfation due to the King of Poland, and 
the Guaranty of the Pragmatick Sanction. His 
Majeſty is above enlarging upon the Value of his great 
Facility for Peace: yet ſo much Condeſcenſion . his 
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Part, ought at leaſt to contribute email procuring « 


ſuitable Partition for his Allies. 
Now if Pretenſions, denounced a long while 


| before to all Zurope, could be of ſuch Force, as 


not only 10 cancel the Guaranty of the Pragmatick. 
SanCtion, but even to lay the Maſt Chriſtian King (as 
is at preſent maintained) under tbe Obligation, open- 
ly to attack by Force of Arms, and to overwhelm | 
with numerous Armies, thoſe Kingdoms and Coun- 
tries which he had guarantied ; to pillage, ran- 
fack, and wreſt them away from her, whom he 
had Frorn to maintain in the Poſſeſſion of them: 
With what Countenance then could the Pragma- 
tick Sanction at that time be called, a great Object, 
which one would not enhance the Value; a great 


Facility for Peace; and a Condeſcenſion, which be- 


ſides the Cefſion of the Dutchies of Lorrain and Bar, 


_ ought to contribute towards , procuring to the Allies of 


France a more ſuitable Partition? Is it not ridicu- 
ling the whole World, and jeſting with all that is 


moſt ſacred in human Society, to expreſs one's ſelf 


after this manner? when notwithſtanding the Gua- 
ranty which was promiſed and ſo much extolled, 
one thinks to be exempt from entering into thoſe 
Diſputes which may ariſe on this Account, and to 
be entitled even to aſſiſt with all the Forces of a 
erful Kingdom, the Enemies of her, to whom 


all Aſſiſtance has been promiſed ; and this under 


the Pretence, of @ Right therein underfo0d, and 
mentally reſerv'd. 
If thoſe who treated with La Beaune had made 


him the like Objection, in order to leſſen the Value 


of ſo great a Facility and Condeſcenſion, he would 
without doubt mightily have exclaimed againſt the 
Outrage offered to the Good Faith of his King. 
Or if under the Pretence of the Right of a Third

would, on our Part, during the Peace, have ed 


in queſtion the Validity of the Ceſſion of the 
Dutchies of Lorrain and Bar, of the Kingdoms of 
Naples and Sicily, and other Advantages, ſecured 
to the Allies of France at that Time: Would they 
have been diſpoſed at Verſailles to acknowledge by 
ſuch Touches, the Moderation, the Integrity, and 
| the pacifick Sentiments of the Court of Vienna? And 
yet it is certain, that the Pragmatick Sanction was 
promiſed in Conſideration of that which was ſtipu- 
lated in the preceding Articles; that conſequently 
there is a Reciprocation between this Guaranty and 
the Ceſſions therein expreſſed, and that the Nature 
of reciprocal Engagements ought to be equal. 
Hence it follows, that the Queen finds herſelf ex- 
actly in the ſame Caſe as France would have been, 
if at Vienna ſuch ſtrange: Proceedings had caken 
Place, as thoſe of France are. 

But this never entered our Thoughts, as this is a 
Proceeding of ſuch a Nature, that even in France 
no Footſtep of it is to be found under the former 

Reigns. And tbe Guaranty of an Order of Succeſſi- 
on, made in the beſt Form, never appeared, nor 
will appear reconcilable with be Obligation. of 
overthrowing the ſame, in the Eyes of ſuch, who 
do not think themſelves above all Divine and Hu- 
man Laws, and above the firſt Rules of the Right 
of Nature and Nations. 

From what has been juſt now ſaid, it is plain, 
that, according to the Tenor of the Preliminaries, 
the King of France was under an Obligation: to 
maintain and defend the Queen in the Poſſeſſion 
of all thoſe Kingdoms and Dominions, which Her 
late Auguſt Father poſſeſſed at the Time of his

What Security can one hope for the future from: 
| Treaties to be concluded, whilſt thoſe, which have 
in Times paſt been concluded in ſo ſtrong and pre- 
ciſe a Manner, are ſuffered thus to be infringed 
with Impunity ? 12 
It is in vain to obj ect here the Pretenſions of 
che ſaid Elector. We have already above obſer- 
ved, that it was known to France as well as to the 
reſt of Europe, that he formed Pretenſions when 
the Preliminaries were ſign'd, the Definitive Trea- 
ty of Peace concluded, and thoſe Aſſurances a 
often repeated, that are mentioned above. 
the Nullity of thoſe Pretenſions was not chen fo 
fully known as it is at preſent. } It has ſince, been 
demonſtrated by ſo convincing Proofs, that the 
pitiful Scribblers of. the Court of Francfort can ob- 
ject nothing againſt them, except the pretended 
Prudence of an obſtinate Silence during many Centu- 
ries ; and notwithſtanding the great Quantity of 
indecent and injurious Writings, which they take 
great Care to ſpread every where, they have not 
yet hitherto ventur d to refute, what they pleaſe 
to call the grand Volume in Falio of the K Court at 
Vienna. 

At the Time of the Preliminaries and Defini- 
tive Treaty of Peace, the true Tenour of the Em- 
peror Ferdinand the Firſt's Will was unknown to 
Fance; and it may perhaps even be not im wy 
that it was ſuppoſed to be ſuch, as the Court of 
Bavaria imagined it to be in elfect; at leaſt it 
ſeems ſo by the Billet from Count Perouſe, al- f 
nex d to the previous Anſwer under No. 23. 

But at that Time, when the Kingdoms and Do- 
minions of the Queen, which France had engaged 
herſelf to defend, were overwhelmed by numerous 
Armies, and all the Hoſtilities and Exceſſes .ima- 
ginable committed, it _ be no longer unknown, 
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that the ſaid Will did not contain what the Court 
of Bavaria had in vain flattered itſelf to find in it ; 
that it even Was deciſtve in Favour of the Queen; 
and that her inconteſtable Ri he, to be fole and 
immediate Heireſs of her late Father, was 
founded on the Privileges of vio, ouſe, acquired 
upon a very butrhenſome Title, on the Conſent of 
the whole Empire, and namely on that of the 
Houſe of Bavaria; on the Imperial Confirmations 
and Inveſtitures, often corroborated by the Diets of 
the Empire, and granted from Emperor to Em- 
peror, and even by him who was the Head of the 
preſent Houſe of Bavaria, on a great Number of 
Acts of Diets and Treaties concluded during the 
Courſe of feveral Centuries between hoth Houſes, 
and oftentimes confirmed by Oath ; finally, on ma- 
2 Renunciations likewiſe ſworn to. 
It is therefore as clear as the Light, that that 
t Change, which, though it was reſolved long 
efore, broke out but nine Months after, proceed- 
ed not from *thoſe Matters o Law, which were 
carefully woided to be touch'd upon till then, 
The Deceaſe of his late Finberjal Majeſty was 
an unforeſeen Event. France was not prepared to 
make uſe of it to her Advanta and the Famine 
which that Country then ſu „ rendered the 
Deſign more difficult and uncertain. It was there- 
fore thought proper to wait for the Succeſs of thaſe 
Orders, which Count Perouſe receiv'd from his 
Court a few Days after the Emperor's Deceaſe,

eaſy Method to decypher the reſt. 

10 France, the great Change which things were 
brought to at laſt was made gently and by degrees. 
At firſt one perceives ſome Reluctaney to break 
Engagements ſo ſtrong as thoſe which were con- 
tracted and ſworn to a few Years before. How- 
ever, Incendiaries were not. wanting at the very 
Beginning. But the Queen was not to be attacked, 
ill a fure Blow could be ſtruck; neither were they 
to declare themſelves, till they had ſucceeded in 
depriving her from all human Succour, and over- 


whel med her by the Number of her Enemies. 


The Attempts which were made to this End at 


Conſtantinople proved. fruitleſs: but the Negociati-. 


ons of the Miniſters of France at other Courts 
met with more Succeſs, though they were often- 
times contraditory one to another. — 

What we advance is ſomething more then mere 
Conjectures; the Pieces mark'd B, C, and D, 
orniln indiſputable Proofs of it. We do not 
chuſe to impate to the whole Nation what we diſ- 
cover in them, much leſs to break in upon the 
Reſpect due to r nor upon that Decen- 
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which ough t to be obſerved even in the greateſt 
Fin or the. War The Actions of Princes oſten 
depend on the Character of thoſe who approach 
them. The Throne does not exempt. them from 
the Misfortune of being ſurprized: Nothing is 
more common than to ſee it furrounded with Ar- 
tikee and Deceit. Only the Authors of the War 
are thoſe whom we aim at, and the Heinouſtieſs of 
whoſe Proceedings we are going to expoſe to the 
Eyes of the Publick, . thoſe 
Pieces which have been pt ſecret as long as it 
Was oſſible. 3 
The more one conſiders he Contents. of thoſe 
Pieces, the plainer the Plan diſcovers itſelf, which 
they had Werfel to themſelves. Having miſſed

and this at firſt under the Name of another, but 
at preſent under his own; that is to ſay, by de- 
lang himfelf a principal Party in the War. 
This is certainly a great Warning to the Queen; 
for what would have been her Fate, if the Inſinua- 
tions preſcribed to the Marquis de Villeneuve, and 
to Count Caſtellane, had produced the deſired Ef- 
fect at Conſtantinopie? But it is equally a great 
Warning to other Princes, and even to thoſe who 
are at preſent united with France, ſince they may 
one Day meet with the ſame Fate as the Court of 


Jienna; and above all, it is a great Warning to 
the Maritime Powers, who certainly would not 
be able at preſent to fave the Netherlands, if the

Undaunted, as ſhe was, under her Misfortunes, 


the Return of Proſperity did not elate her; her 


Sentiments were always the moſt pacifick, even in

From Bapdad it is ſaid, that according to the 
Reports of Aebmet Pacha, ſupported by the Teſti- 
mony of the Militia of chat Place, a conſiderable 
Body of Perſan Troops had appeared at ſome Di- 
ſtance from Bagdad: That the Perfian General 
who commanded them, had wrote to Achmet Pa- 
cha, that he came in Pilgrimage to the Tomb of 
Imai Aly ; that the ſaid Pacha, not caring to truſt. 
to thoſe Pilgrims, had marched out of Bagdad, 
and encamped at ſome Diſtance from the 12 own, 
the Defence of which he had intruſted to a Pacha 
of two Horfe-tails, expecting that it would be im- 
mediately beſieged. The Porte actually anſwers

has demanded, with the furr'd Caftan and Sabre, 

orders him to ſhut himſelf up in the Town, and 
to give the Command of the Corps of Obſerva- 
tion, which might be aſſembled in the N elghbour- 
hood of Babylon, to his Kibaya, by which it ap- 
s that the Fidelity of this Pacha is ſuſpected. 
I is even. yet doubted, whether all thoſe Reports 
made. of the Motions of the Per/ian Troops are 
not exaggerated. by the Pachas of the Frontiers, 
to make themſelves appear the more neceſſary, 
and to get Money from the Porte. So much is 
certain, that one does not hear from any. Parts that 
Foſtilities have as yet been committed between the 
Turks and: Perſians ; the latter have even very pre- 
ciſe Orders to act only upon the defenſiye: How- 
ever, they are here preparing themſelves in earneſt; 
not only Orders have been ſent into Aſia for the 
Troops there to march, but alſo ſeveral Zaims 
and Timariots have — ſent for from Europe 
within theſe few Days; many Caſtans have been 
given to ſeveral Bimbachys, a fort of Colonel, who 
command each 1000 Men by particular Commiſ- 
ſions; all the Grandees of the Porte, and thoſe 


Who are poſſeſſed in the Empire with Poſts of a 


certain Importance have been taxed. Acbmet Pa- 
cha of Sopbia has paid his Tax, and has received 
Orders to prepare to go into Aſia, if the Service 
of the Grand Signior requires it; ſuch Greeks and 
Armenian, alſo are called upon as can contribute 
to the Neceſſities of the State. 
The Greek Patriarch has been depoſed and put 
in Irons; he is charged with having ſeized the Suc- 
ba of a Metropolitan of Sophja ; and thoſe who 
are under Suſpicion of having received into their 
Houſes the Effects of this Sucoeſſion, are likewiſe 
enqu ired after.

of Auſtria, or that of Lorrain which is to ſucceed 
it, from having any Power in Germany to the Pre- 
judice of the Intereſt of the Porte : To make them 
ſenſible, that the Meaſures taken to humble that 
Houſe have, for ſeveral unforeſeen Accidents; not 
met with the expected Succeſs : That however 
France does not depart from her Syſtem ; and that 
by the Efforts ſhe has made this Year, and the 
Diſpoſition ſhe has made amongft her Troops, ſhe 
has Reaſon to flatter herſelf with accompliſhing an 
End equally for her own Intereſt, and that of the 
Ottoman Empire. But the Suceeſs of Arms bein 
liable to change, it would be proper that the Porte 
on her Side ſhould give ſome Attention to the Af- 
fairs in Germany; to the end, that if France 
ſhould meet with ſome unlucky Turn, the Porte

ſuffer the Houſe of Auſtria to take any Superiori- 
ty which might prove fatal to its Neighbours. 
This Diſcourſe (ſaid 3 16 Effendi) is neceſſary, was 
it for no other Reaſon than to be entitled, one Day 
or another, to reproach the Ottoman Miniſtry, 
that they had been informed of the preſent Circum-

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"that. he ought no > longer to defer declaring \ War 
againſt the Queen of Hungary. His Majeſty 
makes no Doubt, but that the Electors, Princes, 
und States of the Empire will acknowledge the 
Juſtice of this Reſolution. And as he has no = 
Intention than to continue to act in the moſt 

fe& Concert with the Emperor, he thinks * 
whatever Meaſures the Reaſon of War and the 

Neceſſity of a juſt Defence oblige him to take, 
the States of the Empire cannot thence conceive 

any Uneaſineſs; his Majeſty being willing to give 

more and more to the Germanick Body, the moſt 
unqueſtionable Proofs of his conſtant Diſpoſition 
to contribute to its — — and Advantage. 
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
